RUMANIAN OFFENSIVE. 


The Rumanians, assisted by the 
Russians, have resumed a heavy of- 
fensive against Falkenhayn aleng 
the whole eastern Transylvanian 
frontier. Substantial successes were 
obtained against the Germanic 
forces today. On the Northern Ru- 
manian border, the Austro-Germans 
are continuing their advance at some 
points, but have been checked at 
others. 

Meanwhile, in the Dobrudja, the 
Entente forces are sweeping south- 
ward to the Cernavoda-Constanza 
line steadily, breaking up the ene- 
my’s resistance with unexpected 
power. on the Macedonian front 
the Serbs have developed their suc- 
cesses in the region south of Mon- 
astir and again threaten the envel- 
opment of that position.

Hitherto the Russian activi- 
ties have been confined almost ex- 
clusively to that region near Dorna- 
Watra in Bukowina.

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 


The Russians and Rumanians are 
vigorously on the offensive. North of 
the Constanza-Tchernavoda Railway, 
the Russo-Rumanian forces have 
pushed back Field Marshal Von 
Mackensen's men to a front run- 
ning through the towns of Topal, in 
Ancesne and Karanasuf. In the 
Transylvania zone the Russians have 
gradually reinforced the Rumanians 
on the northern sector of the line 
until they now are fighting side by 
side with them over a front of about 
fifty miles south of the Bukowina 
border. Official communications re- 
port the capture of Austro-German 
positions in the Trotus and Alt Val- 
leys. Near the Oituz Pass the Aus- 
tro-Germans have made advances, 
according to Berlin. 

Zapata occupies the limelight in 
the Mexican situation, his troops be- 
ing accused of the massacre of 100 
women and children in the moun- 
tainous regions of Mexico.

ZAPATA 


An indiscriminate mas- 
sacre of nearly 100 women, 
children and Carranza soldiers, 
who were traveling on a train 
near Contreras, State of Morelos, 
which was attacked by Zapata 
followers, is reported in Mexico 
City newspapers received here 
today. After the attack on the 
train, the dead lay in piles be- 
side the cars, the papers state. 
Only one person, so far as 
known, escaped death at the 
hands of the bandits. He was 
Capt. Antonio Priegos. :

Graves Case. 


HOW SPY GOT LETTERS 
IS BERNSTORFF’S WORRY. 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 12.-—Ar- 
rangements for the prosecu- 
tion of Karl Armgaard 

Graves, self-styled master spy” and 
magazine writer, who was arrested 
here yesterday on a charge of at- 
tempting to extort $3000 from 
Countess von Bernstorff, wife of the 
German Ambassador, will be com- 
pleted tomorrow at a conference 
between agents of the Department of 
Justice, representatives of the Dis- 
trict Attorneys office and Prince 
Hatzfeldt, counsellor of the German 


It is not expected that either 
Countess von Bernstorff or th Ger- 
man Ambassador will be requested 
to appear against Graves. The war- 
rant was sworn out by A. Bruce Bie- 
laski, chief of the Bureau of Inves- 
tigation of the Department of Jus- 
tice as the complaining witness. 

The warrant is made out on two 
counts. One charges attempt to ex- 
tort, penalty for which is five years’ 
imprisonment or a fine of $1000 or 
both. The other charges that 
Graves bgpught into the District of 
Columbia letters obtained by theft, 
the penalty for this offense being 
nearly as severe as for the first one. 

The letters for which Graves is 
alleged to have asked 33000 re- 
mained in the possession of agents 
of the Department of Justice today. 

The German Embassy is most 
anxious to learn how Graves ob- 
tained the letters, which he is al- 
leged to have thought would “em- 
barras Countess von Bernstorff if 
made public. It is considered un- 
likely, however, that information on 
this point can be obtained until 
the steamship Oscar II, upon which 
Graves declares they were brought 
to the United States, returns to New 
York. Graves was in New York at 
liberty on $2000 bail. 

GRAVES’'S PRISON TERM. 

{BY A. F. NIGHT NE. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Dr. Arm- 
gaard Karl Graves, as he was then 
known, first came to public notice 
in this country when he was con- 


victed in July, 1912, by the Scottish 
High Court of Justiciary at Edin- 
burg, Scotland, of spying and sen- 
tenced to serve eight months in 
prison. It was alleged that notes 
concerning the guns under construc- 
tion for the British government and 
other criminating documents were 
found in his possession. 

Graves appeared in New York in 
June, 1913, and was quoted as mak- 
ing a long statement to the effect 
that he was released from the Scotch 
prison upon condition that he enter 
the British secret service, but that 
after he had performed the service 
required of him the British govern- 
ment refused to pay him a reward

of the British secret service he fol- 
lowed from Bremen to the United 
States in 1913 a confidential envoy 
of Germany who came to New York 
to meet an envoy of the Japanese 
government. Graves also was quoted 
as saying that he obtained from 
the German representative a copy 
of a secret agreement entered into 
by Germany with Japan, defining the 


attitude which Germany would as- 
sume in event of war between the 
United States and Japan. 

Later, Graves was quoted as mak- 
ing numerous predictions concern- 
ing the future actions of Bulgaria 
and Turkey, and in one case des- 
cribing a plan for a German invasion 
of England. 

The question as to why Graves 
was released from the Edinburgh 
prison was raised several times in 
the British House of Commons and 
finally in November, 1914, a repre- 
sentative of the British Foreign Of- 
fice repudiated the intimation that 
the Foreign Office’ had entrusted to 
Graves a mission to a foreign coun- 
try. 


BUT ONE AMERICAN 
IN ARABIA SINKING.

LONDON, Nov. 12.— The Amer- 
ican Consul at Bombay, India, states 
that only one American, Paul Rut- 
ledge Danner, was on board the 
British steamer Arabia, sunk Novem- 
ber 6 in the Mediterranean, says a 
Reuter dispatch from Bombay. 

The Peninsula and Oriental liner 
Arabia, according to a statement by 
the British admiralty November 8, 
was sunk without warning by a sub- 
marine. All the 437 passengers and 
all the crew, with the exception of 
two engineers, who were killed by 
the explosion, were saved by vessels 
which went to the rescue.

ASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Mem- 
W bers of the Housé of Repre- 
sentatives in the  newly- 
elected Sixty-fifth Congress face one 
of the most uncertain organization 
situations in the history of the gov- 
ernment, 
With a few districts still in doubt, 
the Republicans appear to have a 
plurality of four or five members 
and a possible majority of two or 
three when it is figured that an in- 


sota probably will vote with them 
for organization purposes. Inde- 
pendence of action has character- 
ized a number of the re-elected 
members on the Republican side, 
however, and their attitude toward 
Democratic legislation in the last 
few years have given Democratic 
leaders cause for hope that some of 
them might carry their independ- 
ence into the organization of the 
next House. 

While there might be a few 
changes when the official returns are 
counted, the chances are that these 
would not materially alter the gen- 
eral result. In view of that Demo- 
cratic leaders regard it improbable 
that President Wilson will call an 
extra session of the new Congress 
next spring. Then the organization 
fight would not come until the reg- 
ular session December, 1917. 

MANN AND CLARK. 

As matters stand the candidate of 
the Republicans for Speaker is WII 
liam J. Mann, the present minority 


leader. and Speaker Clark, gener- 


ally is regarded as the Democratic 
choice to succeed himself. Already, 
however, there are rumblings of un- 
certainty, because of the close politi- 
cal division. On the Republican 
side there are reports of disaffec- 
tions against the minority leader.

The change is based on reports from 
the sixth New Jersey district show- 
ing the election of John H. Ramsay. 
Republican, by a plurality of abeut 
1500 over Robert Heath, Democrat. 
It does not take into account a 
probable contest in the Tenth North 
Carolina district; the third New Jer- 
sey district, where Thomas J. Scul- 
ly, Democrat, claims to have been 
elected by a plurality of fourteen 
votes, or the eleventh Iowa or third 
Louisiana districts, where the plurali- 
ties are so small that recounts are 
considered possible. .

ON WHEAT EMBARGO.

COLUMBUS (O.) Nov. 12.—Of 
175 newspapers throughout the 
United States which participated in 
a poll conducted by the National As- 
sociation of Master Bakers to de- 
termine public sentiment on the 
question of an embargo on wheat, 
74 have expressed themselves as in 
favor of such an embargo or are in- 
clined to such views, where no edi- 
torial stand has been taken on the 
subject, according to a report made 
public here tonight. Fifty-four ex- 
pressed themselves as definitely op- 
posed to an embargo. The remain- 
ing papers did not answer in full the 
questions asked and the information 
sought was not given. The senti- 
ment in favor of the embargo seems 
to be developed most largely in the 
northern States, while the Southern 
States appear to be against it. 

The detailed results of the poll, it 
is contemplated, will be placed be- 
fore President Wilson and the De- 
partments of Agriculture and Com- 
merce within the month. 

The master bakers association an- 
nounces that the poll was taken in 
furtherance of an effort to conserve 
American crops to secure lower 
prices of flour in this country.

HUNTS DEFEAT 
JOY TO ARIZONA 


His Radicalism. 
Joined with Republicans for 
Sane Politics. 


Campbell Seems to Have Lead 
by Few Votes. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
PHOENIX (Arts.) Nov. 11.— 
‘The election past has been one of 
the most strenuous ever known in 
Arizona, partly due to the fact that 
both Republican and Democratic 
National Committees considered the 
State debatable ground for the 
Presidential and Senatoriai con- 
tests. It would appear that on 
these items, Arizona remains rock- 
ribbed in her place as a section of 
the solfd south. The vote for Wil- 
son, Senator Ashurst and Congress- 
man Hayden showed unbroken 
party fealty in national affairs. 
The Democratic State Committee 
had claimed the re-election of 
Hunt as Governor by 8000 plurality 
-over Campbell. At this writing 
Campbell appears to have been 
elected by a few hundred votes, de- 
Spite a plurality of about 8000 given 
Wilson. Farther down the line, in 
this county the Republicans elected 
Harry Wilkinson and Ernest Hall as 
State Senators and C. C. Green and 
Harold Baxter as Representatives, 
despite an adverse county registra- 
tion of 2400 more Democrats than 
Republicans. Here and there Re- 
publicans have been chosen to the 
Legislature, while the “dynamiter’’ 
sort of Democrat has been displaced 
in many instances by a more con- 
servative sort of partisan, such as 
Hugh Campbell of Flagstaff and 
Jerry Sullivan of Seligman. At 


radical Democrats will not control 
in this Legislature, as they did in 
the last, wherein there was but a 
single Republican. To this extent 
there are indications of returning 
political sanity. 

The apparent defeat of Hunt—at 
least the strong vote that has been 
cast against him—is due to this 
growing distaste of extravagant rad- 
icalism. It would be idle to call it 
a Republican partisan victory. Con- 
Servative Democrats, of the same 
sort who tried to displace Hunt at 
the Democratic primaries, simply 
joined their votes to those of the 
Republicans for a candidate who 
offered a means of relief, who was 
of high character and who could be 
depended upon to ao justice to 
everyone. Hunt has had a tre- 
mendous support from the radicals 
and unions and from several thous- 
and office-holders who shudder over 
a prospect of departing from public 
pay. Campbell's campaign was a 
pattern one, fearless and aggressive, 
and was backed up well by the 
other State candidates, whose efforts 
seem to have met with failure. 
The main feature has been the -gen- 
eral protest against Huntism, par- 
ticularly strong in this and other 
agricultural counties, where added 
taxes seem to have been the prin- 
cipal feature that has come 
through Statehood . 

For about two months the busi- 
ness of the State and of the coun- 
ties has suffered through the fact 
that about all the Democratic of- 
fice-holders have been busily cam- 
paigning, after a similar experience 
during the primary campaign. The 
cost to the State and to the candi- 
dates has been enormous. Automo- 
biles have been used as never be- 
fore. In this county it is believed 
that two-thirds of the voters were 
carried to the polls. In this wise, 
the Republicans in few precincts 
voted less than their registered 
Strength and in many others over 
20 per cent. more Republican votes 
were cast than had been registered. 
This is remarkable considering the 
ushal vote of only 80 per cent. of 
the registration. 

Newspaper space was used 
prodigally, constituting one of the 
largest items of expense for the com- 
mittees and candidates. The Demo- 
cratic State Committee used double- 
page advertisments to illustrate the 
way in which it sought to have the 
ballot marked. 

Of the many amendments and 
suggested laws, definite information 
at hand indicates only that prohibi- 
tion has carried by affirmative vote 
in nearly every county, compared 
with four favoring counties at the 
first affirmative submission. The 
new law covers the gaps of the 
Webb-Kenyon law, making unlawful 
the possession of liquor that has 
been unlawfully introduced—and all 
liquor will be unlawfully introduced 
if received after December 81. next. 
This will deprive neighboring States 
of much lucrative business. 

It is probable that defeat has come 
to the excellent amendment that 
sought to demand a clear majority 
of the votes cast at an election be- 
fore a referred proposition could be- 
come a law. Also probable is the 
defeat of the redistricting meusure 
and workmen's compensation bills, 
which had Republican support.

I yield to no one in re- 
spect for his scholarship. But he is a 
very newcomer, and has, as he would 
frankly admit, not yet learned all 
our localisms nor all our history. 

Don Yo seems to me needlessly 
rude, but perhaps he was aggravated, 
I often am myself. But he evidently 
meant well, as do the two others. 
And for facts, he holds the cards. 

The joint confession of Mr. Sheri- 
dan and his ally that “Feliz, as a 
family name,” is “unfamiliar” to 
them, is enough. 

It jen't unfamiliar to the historian 
or the lexicographer. - Don't they 
know the difference of accent in 
“Feliz,” adjective, and Felis.“ 
proper name? I'm sure Dr. Uriburu 
does. * 

As every student knows, ‘Felix, 
“Feliz” and “Felice” (the latter used 
only in old poetry) are all the same 
Spanish word. All are from the 
Latin, “Felix.” That comes from 
the Greek, and that from the As- 
syrian, and Hebrew, and Chaldean, 
and so on back to far before Christ. 
Even further, it comes clear from 
the Sky, for its root is of the oldest 
known oriental names for God and 
the sun. That ought to be a good 
parentage for a word that today 
sometimes means happy.“ So 
“Smith” means one who makes 
things with his hands and a ham- 
mer—but you possibly know 
Smiths“ that don't make anything. 


it, Feliz“ is an older family name 
than theirs or mine. It was An- 
tonius Felix who was the procura- 
tor that tried St. Paul in the year of 
our Lord 55. It was Minucius Felix, 
a Roman lawyer, whose “Octavius” 
is the oldest pro-Christian literature 
now extant—and a very able dia- 
logue it is. Did neither critic ever 
hear of Dona Ana Felix or San 
Pedro Felix? 

I am “feliz” enough .to have all 
Spanish dictionaries since 1592 (the 
first,) as to Spanish with Spanish, 
with English, Latin, French and 
Dutch. They are open in my home 
to the use of any scholar, particu- 
larly of those who are interested in 
the integrity of our historic names: 
Calepinus (first published 1502, and 
with editions running through three 
centuries, and in seven languages:) 
Nebrisa, 1560; Percivale, 1598 (the 
first Spanish-English dictionary: 
El Grande Tesoro, 1609 (in Spanish, 
Latin and Dutch,) the eminent Capt. 
John Stevens (to whom England 
owes so much on Spain,) in 1706; 
Pineda, 1740; the Spanish Academy 
in 1780; the fotir great volumes of 
Terreros y Pando in 1787, and a 


score more. And Covarru bias 
(whose name is historic even in 
Southern California) published, in 


1611, the first etymological diction- 
ary of Spanish. He notes that there 
were over sixty persons of this 
Family name who were prominent. 
“Feliz,” or “Felix,” as a name, is 
accented hard on the first syllable. 
and has been for 2000 years. “Feliz” 
as an adjective is accented as hard 
on the last syllable. We know 
enough to make such distinctions 


ourselves. “Ac-cent” is a noun: 
“Accent” is a verh. 
Don Yo is quite right. “Los 


Feliz School’ is named for the his- 
toric Los Feliz Rancho (often spelled 
here, as in ancient Latin and Span- 
ish, Fels,“ and always pronounced 
here that way: and that ranch was 
named for its owners, the family of 
“loa Feliz.” It has nothing to do 
with happy any more than any 
other family name with its origin. 
“Jones,” for instance, derives from 
a Hebrew word meaning “gracious.” 
But Jones probably could found a 
“John Jones School” without fear 
some unoccupied critic would say, 
“A ‘Goodness Gracious School’ is an 
outrage: it makes me laugh; it 
should be effaced!” 

Dr. Uriburu, is right; “Los Felis 
School” is “not Spanish.“ Neither is 
‘Tos Angeles City.” They are not 
meant to be. They are “American- 
ized.” “Bagge-man”. isn’t London 
“English’—it’s American “English.” 
We do not talk Lunnon“ here any 
more than Californians talked Dr. 
Uriburu’s Argentina Spanish or that 
of the Academy. My valued friend 
and fellow-Hidalgo of America was 
not quite fairly treated. He was 
not told that this is a family name, 
„Los Fay-lus,” and not an adjective,

JACKSON (cal) Nov. 10-—The 
miners’ strike along the Mother Lode 
came suddenly to an end. The men 
were directed to return to work by 
officials of the Western Federation 
of Miners. It was asserted that the 
striko Was ill-timed, called without 
authority of the directing body of 
the federation and unwarranted gen- 
erally. With the exception of a 
féw particularly objectionable agi- 
tators, all the men are being put to 
work by the companies. Trails and 
roads to the properties are crowded 
with returning miners, and everyone 
seems pleased with the termination 
of the trouble. | 
‘Tie Bunker Hill, Kennedy and 
Argonaut companies expect to be 
working with full crews in ten days, 
and the South Eureka, Central Eu- 
reka and other properties will be 
producing at capacity before the end 
of the month. Already many com- 
panies are preparing for work along 
greatly broadened lines. 

The Kennedy management has ar- 
ranged to sink a new shaft for de- 
velopment of its Zella mine, former- 
ly one of the leading producers of 
the Jackson field.

“Taking contro! of the ship, these 
men overcame tremendous difficul- 
ties and actually succeeded in 
bringing her within sight of the 
Irish coast, where they were picked 
up by a British patrol vessel. Fer- 
guson was locked in the wheel house 
and the other two in the engine 
room. The terrible weather pre- 
vented them moving and they re- 
mained at their posts for fifty hours 
without food, water, or sleep. Sev- 
eral parts of the ship were smashed, 
including the shaft of the dynamo 
in the engine room. This caused 
the tug to be in total darkness by 
night, and added to the teror of 
the situation.”

OREGON BONE DRY IF 
PENALTY IS PROVIDED

SALEM (Or.) Nov. 12.— Oregon 
will go totally dry December 1, if 
Means are found whereby violators 
of the new prohibition amendment 
to the State Constitution adopted 
by the voters last Tuesday can be 
punished, Gov. Withycombe an- 
nounces. If it is found, however, 
that the “bone dry” amendment 
cannot be enforced, because it lacks 
a penalty clause, Gov. Withycombe 
will not issue, a proclamation put- 
ting the amendment into effect, un- 
til the Legislature meets and passes 
an enabling act fixing a penalty for 
Violations, 

Facing the fact that the new pro- 
hibition amendment,carries no pen- 
alty clause, Gov. ithycombe says 
he intends to take every precaution 
to prevent violations until the Leg- 
islature meets in January and takes 
the necessary action. 

When it was suggested to the 
executive that if he should issue his 
proclamation immediately on the 
canvass of the vote on the amend- 
ment a hiatus in its enforcement 
might result, he said he would delay 


if it were legally possible. 

“The bone dry” amendment pro- 
vides that no liquor shall be shipped 
into Oregon for beverage purposes 
and repeals all acts in conflict. Un- 
der the present dry law intoxicating 
liquor can be shipped into the State 
in limited amounts.

In order to get this 
picture, I kept my camera focused 
yn this berg for an hour and a half 
in a zero wind which blows from off 
the glacier.

The summit is reached. Rah! 
rah! Whereupon, there is nothing to 
do but stop or descend. Therefore 
we descend, the sliding wheels creak- 
ing like sleigh runners in the snow. 
The honk, honk seems sadly out of 
tune in this snowy wilderness. The 
P. L. should have brought sleigh 
bells along and tied them onto the 
spokes on reaching the summit. Very 
thoughtless of him. 


The scene is one abounding in 
grand and sublime prospects. Also, 
your nose is beginning to leak, ana 
a new icicle is beginning to form. 
For one who has never had an icicle 
on the end of his nose this is a 
unique experience. We break off the 
icicle and, peering through the no- 
ble pines, get a peep at the blue 
distance. Said blue distance is noth- 
ing more nor less than Big Bear ma- 
jestically reposing in the only place 
where it could possibly repose. Re- 
pose on thou lake. 

The green and gray aspect of the 
surrounding mountain heights, with 
the lake, one of nature’s blue gems 
nestling in the center, presented a 
color scheme which ‘no billboard 
could hope to surpass. 

Creaking and sliding through the 
snow, we pull up at the camp, and 
especially in front of the restaurant 
where meals are served, which sticks 
out like some rustic temple where 
sacrifices of wild game are offered 
on the shrine of hunger three times 
a day.

May Help in Selection of Jury, if 
He's Tried. 


Deputy District Attorney Clark, 
conducting the prosecution for the 
State against Benton L. Barrett, 
charged with murder, stated last 
night that it had been brought to 
his notice by credible witnesses that 
at least two of the State’s witnesses 
in the Barrett case had been tam- 
pered with. 
I have evidence that I credit that 
a certain man has been taking 
money from the defense for the pur- 
pose of tampering with our wit- 
nesses,” Mr. Clark said. “I am 
certain of my case up to the pres- 
ent and am doing nothing much but 
watch out for frame-ups and wit- 
ness-tampering. I shall subpoena 
witnesses tomorrow to prove the at- 
tempted witness-tampering and have 
the guilty parties cited for contempt 
of court. I have been expecting & 
frame-up of some sort, and now that 
I have the goods on the gullty per- 
sons I shall push the prosecution to 
the end.”

Benton L. Barrett, self-accused 
as the slayer of his wife and step- 
son, Raymond Wright, is reputed to 
be a character reader of considerable 
ability, and if he is held for trial his 
powers of observation will be utilized 
by his attorneys in the selection of a 
jury, if his wishes are observed. In 
the County Jail, where he is now 
confined, Barrett spends most of his 
time “telling fortunes,” as the pris- 
oners term it, or reading what na- 
ture has implanted on the faces of 
the prisoners, to use his own terms. 
Barrett spent many years in the 
insurance business, as secretary of a 
farmers’ mutual company in Indi- 
ana, and in this capacity was brought 
into contact with hundreds of men 
and women who had lost their 
homes by fires, some of them un- 
doubtedly incendiary. “It was neces- 
sary for me to be able to tell from 
the faces of the people whether or 
not they were telling the truth,” Bar- 
rett said yesterday. “I schooled my- 
self to control my own features 
while talking to the people who had 
claims against our company, and at 
the same time watch them. I no- 
ticed that even people who could 
control the face muscles and the 
eyes had no control of the hands and 
feet. When they were going along 
smoothly telling facts, the feet and 
hands remained quiet, but just as 
soon as they began inventing situa- 
tions, fabricating excuses, converting 
facts, I noticed that the hands be- 
gan to move restiessly, aimlessly, and 
that the feet jerked up or sidewise.”

People have turned away from 
the Incarnated One who Walked the 
Sacred fields of Gaithee and down 
through the streets of Jerusalem, 
and the prophets and those who rep- 
resented God in all dispensations, 
and in their place have erected the 
half god of externalism: in other 
words, the material things. 

“We are thinking our entire na- 
tional safety depends upon externals, 
willing to spend three-fourths of our 
national income in order that we 
may conquer by might only, teach- 
ing the doctrine that science can 
replace religion. There are men to- 
day who say that so far as this world 
is concerned science has risen to 
such perfection that we can now do 
without God. 

There is another god—the god of 
infernalism, under which the world 
is staggering today. The half gods 
of the external and the infernal must 
bow before the Eternal. Christ is 
the Eternal One. He is working 
upon the hearts of men in a mys- 
terious way. God is working in the 
world, showing us through bitter 
ways what he means to do for us and 
with us, and one day it will come, 
the Eternal God forevermore.”

“Decision day in religion is a vital 
concern.

HURCH AND STATE. 

Recent events, not only in this State, 
but in various parts of the country, ind! 
cate a marked tendency of the churches 
to seek temporal power. Gradually the 
clergy have been insinuating themselves in 
politics until now political sermons, espe- 
clally at election time, are the rule rather 
than the exception. 


This cannot be too sincerely regretted, 
not so much for the sake of the country 
as for the sake of the churches. All his- 
tory points to the fact that whenever the 
church aligns itself with politics the church 
has gradually weakened. Rome and Eng- 
land, France and Portugal, all bear test!- 
mony to this assertion. So long as the Vat- 
ican claimed temporal power in Rome the 
Catholic church slowly but surely lost pres- 
tige until the final revolt of the people, the 


final severance of the church from the 


state. And the church itself claimed a no- 
table renaissance of religion after that 
event. France and Portugal have both 
taken the same step within the last decade, 
and France particularly, after all the ensu- 
ing bitterness has passed away, is more 
strongly and ardently Catholic than ever. 
In England the Episcopalians, apparently 
so strong in their state-endowed support, 
with an array of bishops sitting in the 
House of Lords with their compelling in- 
fluence on the politics of the nation, have 
grown so weak that when Marie Corelli 
wrote her “Fairy Liguts of London,” point- 
ing out the deplorable and shameful emp- 
tiness of the churches, they could offer no 
lota of defense. True, the great and an- 
clent edifices were still there; true, clergy 
were as numerous and haughty as ever; 
but their congregations had dwindled to a 
mere handful and in six successive Sundays 
many of London's most famous churches 
had less than a score of worshipers at their 
altars. This led to the agitation for dises- 
‘tablishment of the Church of England, led 
by Lloyd George of the Welsh church, 
whose chief argument against the churches 
and the ecclesiastics was their immer 
sion in politics, their appalling neglect 
of the spiritual welfare of the peo 
ple. The war alone prevented the passing 


| of the necessary legislation, which was de- 


signed to denude the church of its temporal 
power—not for the sake of the nation, in 
which, after all, their political influence 
merely meant a little more secular contro- 
versy on legislative measures, a few more 
votes—but for the sake of the church itself, 
for the sake of the spiritual salvation of 
the people. | 

The church’s excuse for interference in 
politics has always been that political is- 
sues were moral issues and therefore with- 
in their scope. But this excuse will not 
bear logical investigation. For there can 
be no two questions about fundamental right 
and wrong, there has never been any official 


opposition against the basic virtues, but on 


political question affecting methods of gov- 
ernment and proposed legislation there 
must always be many opinions. One does 
not decide virtue by a majority vote. Peo- 
ple are not made moral by saying they are 
s0; morality comes from the inner con- 
sciousness, the soul, not by act of Parlia- 
ment. 


If the church demands morality the 
church’s duty is to make us moral. Re- 
ligion is an inherent need of humanity. We 
have very definite and tangible spiritual 
needs, very real spiritual desires, and if 


— 


the church caters to these with proper 


earnestness and efficiency all its time and 
energies will be utilized. Given a sound 
moral backing we can decide questions of 
politics for ourselves. Given fundamental 
religion, given Christian character, we 
shall cast our votes conscientiously in any 
case. But for the church to shirk its orig- 
inal and obvious duty to our souls by 
haranguing us upon politics first, by in- 
sisting upon its right to guide our legisla- 
tion, is to attempt to light the spiritual 
fire from the top. It is on a par with the 
stern parent who selects the career for his 
infant son, but fails to endow him with the 
necessary education for fulfilling his de- 
sires. And when his son fails him he calls 
upon God to witness the ingratitude of 
children. | 

We need our churches. We need their 
spiritual strength. All the world is en- 
gaged upon making us rank materia! sts 
and our poor, starved souls find them- 
selves neglected. Only the church remains 
to us, but this, too, would seem to fail us. 
For the church has decided that its future 
lies in politics, or so it would seem when 
from every pulpit we hear, not the word 
of God, not fine spiritual exhortations and 
uplift, but fierce partisan politics cloaked 
im the name of morality. The church 
would seem to confess that its moral infiu- 
ence is nil, but at least it can revenge 
itself upon us by enforcing its political in- 
fluence. And all the time we don't want 
to be nagged into voting on a certain side, 
but to be aided to so bulld up our charac 
ters and our consciences that we shall 
surely choose the right side for ourselves. 

Are our splendid churches to go the way of 
the churches in other countries, whose per- 
sistence in politics has never failed to bring 
infamy and disaster upon them? If recent 
tendencies continue, if our pulpits are to 
become political rostrums, they cannot fail 
to breed the inevitable contempt for their 
spiritual influence, they cannot fail to alien- 
ate us from the polluted sanctuary. 

If the churches have decided they cannot 
save us, we must save the churches. We 
need them for our souls’ sake. Dear God, 
turn the hearts of these our pastors from 
cheap political controversy! 


COULD YOU EXPECT? 


With Progressive bosses in charge of 
the campaign of a party they had tried to 
destroy and still disiike—bosses who had 
proved treacherous in every campaign in 
which they had a part—is it any wonder 
that Hughes failed to carry California?

Caught with the blood on their hands, 
Gov. J and his man Friday, Chester 
Rowell, are casting about vainly for alibis. 
While direct testimony is not lacking, 
here is the circumstantial evidence of 
treachery and political assassination: 

Gov. Johnson, although a Progressive, re- 
ceived from the Republicans of California 
the nomination for the United States Sen- 
ate. He named personally the chairman 
and every other member of the Republican 
State Central Committee. This committee 
had full charge of the campaign for Mr. 
Hughes in California. Chester Rowell re- 
ceived the appointment as a member of the 
Republican National Campaign Committee 
on the representation by hundreds of lead- 
ing Progressives in the States that this 
would insure the Progressive vote for Mr. 
Hughes. 

Tens of thousands of dollars were sent to 
the Republican State Committee from the 
Republican National Committee; other 
tens of thousands were raised by loyal 
Republicans in California and turned over 
to the State Committee. Gov. Johnson, 
through his satellites; accepted all this 


money and the Governor then made an 
‘agreement with labor leaders, who were 


supporting Wilson, that he would not men- 
tion either the President or the Demo- 
cratic party in his campaign addresses, and 
that he would put the soft pedal on his 
Hughes indorsement. In return for this he 


| Was promised and received the support of 
these leaders and their followers for the 


United States Senate. 

Through his satellites Gov. Johnson bar- 
gained for the support of Democratic pa- 
pers, promising in return not to make any 
active campaign agafnst President Wilson. 
Two-thirds of the Governor's political as- 


sociates in the north openly supported Wil- 


son. 

While Rowell was assuring the press 
that the Progressives were united behind 
Mr. Hughes and that he would receive a 
majority of not less than 60,000, some of 
the Governor’s closest supporters and ad- 
visers were secretly wagering that Wilson 


would carry California. Republicans in 


Sacramento were warned not to form a 
Hughes Club as it might hurt the Gover- 
nor’s chances for election to the Senate. 
They formed a Johnson Club instead and 
elected as chairman an appointee of the 
Governor who was openly campaigning for 
Wilson. 

Members of the pay-roll brigade have 
openly boasted that they voted for Wilson 
because they wanted Johnson to have a 
chance to run for the Presidency in 1920, 
saying that if Hughes were elected he 
would be a candidate for a second term. 
Progressives now admit that they pre- 
tended to be for Hughes in order to keep 
the regulars from voting against Johnson 
for the Senate. 

Gov. Johnson delivered more than 100 
speeches in California; in no printed re- 
port is there a single line of criticism of 
either Wilson or the Democratic adminis- 
tration. The Governor's speeches were 
filled with invectives against those whom 
he designated as his political enemies, but 


not one word was uttered about the ene- 


mies of the Republican party. Assurances 
were given in soliciting Democratic sup- 
port that the Governor would not oppose 
Wilson. 

What about the defense? The Governor 
alleges that he couldn’t help it; that he 
could not contro] his own appointees; yet 
he controlled every one of them to support 
his own candidacy. He says that the fault 
was with the “Old Guard.” Yet there was 
not a single member of the “Old Guard” in 
the State opposing Hughes. He says the 
loss of the game must be charged to the 
regulars. Yet every man on the team was 


a Progressive; the regulars were all kept 


on the bench. 

The first voice raised in criticism of the 
attitude of Mr. Hughes while in California 
was that of Chester Rowell. He accepted 
a place on the Republican National Com- 
mittee and was the first and only member 
of that committee to criticise the Republican 
candidate. Jack Neylan, placed by Gov. 
Johnson in charge of the pay-roll brigade 
of the State, gave interviews to the press 
stating that Hughes was a reactionary and 
that the Progressives of the State were 


| against him. 
The case is clear. Gov. Johnson's friends 


pledged the Governor not to oppose Pres- 
ident Wilson during Johnson’s campaign 
for the Senate. The Governor kept this 
pledge to the letter. Mr. Hughes was 
knifed by the Governor's own followers 
with his full knowledge. The regulars kept 
their pledge and supported Gov. Johnson.

Many former Progressives supported Mr.

It is a fact that the Floridans are 
hungrily on the trail of the moving- 
picture industry—and have caught 
up with quite a number of compa 
nies, as the environs of Jacksonville 
can testify. The tourist crop does 
not ripen until about Christmas or 
later—and other profitable produc- 
tions of Northern Florida are scarce. 
Movie persons and the attaches of 
the camps not coming strictly un- 
der that head, would aid in keeping 
the dust off the counters of the mer- 
chants, counting the days until the 
northern storms drove south the 
tourist flock. 
Florida unquestionably has man 
inducements to offer moving-picture 
companies. You wouldn’t catch 
Florida cruelly compelling a Un- 
versal City to put in steen miles of 
permanent sewer pipe to guard 
against contaminating the Los An- 
geles or any other river. | 

She'd merely give the movies the 
river—there’s plenty more in Flor- 
ida. Also she could give the ten 
miles bordering said river without 
any considerable loss to anybody 
outside of the poor movies, who 
might have to pay the taxes. | 
There are other indisputable ad- 
vantages in the grand State of Flo 
ida. | 

For instance, if some movie com- 
pany—as is often the case—making 
an Alaska film, desired to have some 
alligators in one scene to make the 
story harder it wouldn't have to 
seck some base commercial alli- 
gator farm—although Florida has 
such farms. It can obtain the gator 
in its native haunts. Also there's 
plenty of moccasins, which is a pe- 
cullarly loathsome form of polson- 
ous water snake, and rattlers that 
grow. eight feet long and have fang 
like sickles, | 

There's no necessity to fake rain 


in Florida, or to wait until the win- 


ter season, as in California. That 
delectable climate furnishes any- 
thing desired on the shortest notice 
outside of snow and ice, which 
comes only often enough to prevent 
orange trees from growing in the 
Jacksonville district, but not often 
enough to be thoroughly dependable 
for picture purposes. Jacksonville— 
depending upon whether you like 
rain or not—boasts or denies having 
some fifty-four inches annual rain- 
fall, compared to the fifteen inches 
for Los Angeles. Also this fifty-four 
inches is not stingily packed away 
in the winter months, as is usually 
the case in Southern California, but 
is available any time—preferably 
when a movie camera is set up and 
an elaborate outdoor scene is ready. 
The climate outside of that per-

tramway two miles long. This tram, 
when completed, will cost $35,000, 
and is expected to be in operation 
within sixty days.

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) Nov. 10.— 
Information of a most encouraging 
character continues to come from a 
half dozen or more properties that 
are now developing in the Goldfield 
district, indicating that the future 
holds assurance of a substantial in- 
crease in production from mines of 
the district and that new producers 


will be brought in at no distant 


date. Of the score or more prop- 
erties that are being developed on a 
comprehensive scale, there is not 
one that fails to strengthen the hope 
that pay ore will be produced in 
such quantity as to yleld a profit to 
the stockholders. 

Metallurgical problems have 
caused a delay in the application of 
the flotation process on a large 
scale here, but these problems are 
being gradually worked out and 
within a short time local companies 
will be treating a large tonnage by 
this process. That the companies 


have ample assurance of its ulti- 
mate success is attested by the 


elaborate preparations for handling 
a greatly increased tonnage of ore, 
particularly from deep levels, where 
the rock contains copper and is bet- 
ter suited for flotation than the 
product nearer the surface. 

The final report of operations of 
in September shows that a consid- 
erable quantity of low-grade oxi- 
dized ore is. being treated by cyani- 
dation, beside some ore from the 
deeper levels containing copper.

INTERNATIONAL FINANCE. 


The European war has changed 
not only imiportant opinion and theo- 
ries regarding the probable work- 
ing out of financial problems under 
given conditions, but has trans- 
formed most or many of the actual 
physical processes incidental to na- 
tional and international finance. 
One of the most notable of these 


| transformations is the attitude of 


people with regard to their 
gold, Heretofore a war or even the 
rumor of a war has been the signal 
for the hoarding of all gold and 
currency and the consequent dis- 
appearance of the precious metal 
from commercial channels. The Fu- 
gopean war, whether from the 
standpoint of greater patriotism or 
more enlightenment with regard to 
the working out of economic laws, 
has completely reversed this ten- 
dency, and from every quarter the 
‘people have been flocking to the 
banks to exchange their gold for the 
government's promise to pay. 

This gold, thrust upon the United 
States in enormous quantities in ex- 
change for necessary commodities, 
has at the same time thrust a very 
undesirable problem upon our bank- 
ing leaders. They have been giving 
very wide public expression to their 
ideas on this subject, and fear that 
the extraordinary. additions to the 
bank reserves of the country are un- 
desirable and in reality dangerous, 
because they are not required for 


of the purposes of carrying On the nor- 


mal business of the country, and 
if used for the basis of credit are 
likely to bring about debt expan- 
sion of dangerous proportions. An 
alarming note has been sounded, 
emphasis being laid on the fact that 
in many respects present conditions 
are but temporary and that the 
cessation of hostilities in Eu- 
rope will mean the return of keen 
competition in the markets of the 
world. The people realize these 
facts as well, and the intelligent 
ones have already begun to govern 
themselves accordingly. 
DOLLAR EXCHANGE. 


The establishment of dollar ex- 
change as the basis for export 
trading will greatly increase Amer- 
ica’s prestige among the community 
of nations. As our foreign trade 
at the present time is greater than 
that of any other nation, there is 
no reason why we should continue 
to use the standards and the cus- 
toms of other nations in the carry- 
ing of this trade. So long as our 
merchants pay and receive accounts 
by drafts in pounds sterling, Lon- 
don will be the clearinghouse and 
we will be assisting her to main- 
tain her lead in international f- 
nance. Fluctuations in exchange 
rates have had much to do with 
the determination of American 
bankers and business men to es- 
tablish trade on the basis of the dol- 


lar.

INVESTMENT YIELDS SHOWING 
STEADY INCREASE.

Are Now Between Five and Six 
Per Sixes and 
French Issue Set Standard for 
Higher Rates in the Foreign 
Markets. | 


As England's financing progresses, 
there is a notable stiffening of the 
interest rates of each new issue, The 
new three-year, 6 per cent. exche- 
quer bonds are a case in point. 
Starting at the outset of the war 
with a war loan bearing 3% per 
cent. interest she has successively 
followed it up with the 4% per cent. 
war loan, treasury bills at 5 per 
cent. exchequer 5's, exchequer 3's 
(yielding 5% per cent. at present 
prices,) more recently the two-year 
collateral loan on a 5% per cent. 
basis, and just lately the three-year 
collateral loan bearing a 5% per 
cent. rate. Now comes the new 6 
per cent. exchequer bonds. 

These rising interest rates are ap- 
parently setting a new standard of 
investment yields for the British in- 
vestor. They are also mitigating to 
some extent his heavier income tax 
burdens. But the effect of these 
later loans at higher levels is to 
bring the returns on other securi- 
ties to higher levels, other things 
being equal. In fact, this is what 
is happening and government is- 
sues on the London Stock Exchange 
are selling at such a discount as 
to bring the yield measurably up to 
that of the latest issues. The 
French loan, selling to yield 5% per 
cent., is also having the effect of 
bringing other loans into competi- 
tion. 

When it is pointed out that before 
the war 4 per cent. was considered 
handsome as a yield from the most 
gilt-edged securities, and with con- 
sols returning something like 3% 
per cent. at that time, it will be 
seen how greatly, proportionately, 
war financing has affected interest 
returns.

With the elec- 
tion out of the way, institutions are 
more eager to buy and the tone is 
in consequence easier. The bulk of 
the paper is moving at 3% per cent., 
though now and then there _is a sale 
of exceptionally attractive names at 
3% per cent. 

Sterling exchange remains steady. 
. P. Morgan & Co. continues «a 
buyer of cables. Bellét is growing 
in Wall street that the next big loan 
brought out in the United States by 
Great Britain will be a straight gov- 
ernment obligation unsecured by 
collateral. It is possible, also, that 
France will ask similar terms for 
her next borrowing. It is not ex- 
pected that another loan will be 
brought out in this country until 
after the turn of the year, and in 
the meantime efforts will be made 
to educate investors to the need for 
taking unsecured bonds. 

COPPER MARKET. 


With full knowledge of the 
enormous demand for copper that 
has yet to be satisfied; producers 
predict that spot copper will rise to 
35 cents a pound which should, 


they believe, carry first quarter of 


1917 copper to 32% cents and see 
ond quarter to 32 cents. ' 

One of the leading producers 
Friday afternoon quoted 32% cents 
a pound for 2,000,000 of copper, 
which he had for December deliv- 
ery. Top price on business. actually 
done was 32% cents for a small 
amount of spot copper.

Cost of producing copper in this 
country has arisen from an average 
generally placed at 10 cents a pound 
to. 12 and 13 cents. The record, 


earnings and dividends of copper-: 


producing companies are being 
made in the face of constantly ad- 
vancing costs of production which 
in some cases are 30 per cent. over 
“normal.” The advance in copper 
prices has so much more than off- 


set higher production cost, however, 
as to make the latter relatively un- 
important at this time, 

e situation may be summed up 
as follows: Labor is the big factor 
and the advances in wages which 
have been freely granted have ad- 
vanced copper cost a cent a pound 
and more. Practically all supplied 
show a big jump in price, notably 
powder, fuel oll and timber. The 
biggest jump, however, has been in 
tools and drills, which. have ad- 
vanced in some cases 200 per cent.

HUMAN INTEREST MARKS FILM 
TRAVELOGUE.

Rare glimpses of what a nation 
of 400,000,000 persons is doing in 
a land that has always been envel- 
oped in a strange romance all its 
own are afforded in 4 Trip 
Through China,” a travelogue de 
luxe in which human interest is the 
keynote, at the Majestic this week.

SECRETS OF THE AIR. 


Attempts of Sciehtists to Obtain Ad- 
vance Information of Storms. 


{Toronto Globe:] When scientists 
unlock a door to nature’s limitless 
treasure of secrets no one can pre- 
dict the practical uses that will be 
made of the new knowledge. The air 
has never been as fascinating or in- 
viting as the ocean in the quest_of 
knowledge, but the United States 
Weather Bureau is moved to embark 
In extensive research work in the 
still inexplicable vagaries of the at- 
mosphere. Ten years ago the first ef- 
forts were made at Mt. Weather, in 
Virginia, to obtain advance informa- 
tion of storms approaching from the 
west. This practical work is enlarged 
and superseded by the work of the 
investigating station at Omaha, 
where the upper ocean will be con- 
tinually explored by balloons and 
box kites.

For 
altitudes above the reach of kites 
smal} rubber balloons can now be 
used, their reach being determined 
by the durability of the rubber. In- 
flated with hydrogen gas, they as-

pressure lessens. Altitudes of more 
than twenty miles have been reached 
in California. When the balloon 
bursts a small parachute lowers the 
recording Instruments safely. and an 
attached tag requests the finder to 
forward them to the Weather Bu- 
reau. So far, none has been lost. In 
all such yieldings to the insatiable 
thirst for knowledge practical 
thoughts are awakened. Aerial navi- 
gation, now In its Infancy, may re- 
ceive unexpected aids from the 
knowledge so long concealed in the 
rarefied heiehts.
